LONDON, May 28 (R) — Britain is following the lead of OPEC jj 
producers and adding two dollars a barrel to the price of its oil, j 
according to a spokesman of the stale’s British National Oil \ 
Corporation (BNOC) tonight. Members of the Organisation of ; 
Petroleum Exporting Countries (OPEC) led by Saudi Arabia Iasi i 
week announced price rises, mostly of two dollars a barrel. Indus- 
try sources said that each time OPEC prices rise the British 
government finds itself caught between allied western consumer 
nations, bitter about rising oil bills, and oil companies operating in 
the North Sea who seek market rates for their oil.

President Mohammad, in an 
interview published in Beirut 
today described bis country' s rela- 
tions with the Soviet Union as 
strategic. 

He was asked by the Beirut lef- 
tist newspaper As Safir to com- 
ment on reports that a state of ten - 
sion, prevailed over South 
Yemeni-Soviet ties. 

The interview was conducted in 
. Damascus on Sunday as the pres- 
ident was visiting Syria at the rime. 

Replying, President Nasser 
Mohammad said:- “The reports 
are not true... Relations between 
Democratic Yemen and the Soviet 
Union are strategic and a question 
of principle. 

“Accordingly, they are solid 
and strong and wfli not be affected 
by those dreaming of tension,” he 
added. 

Marxist South Yemen and the 
Soviet Union are finked by a 20- 
year friendship treaty concluded 
last year. 

Mr. Nasser Mohammad said he 
would be visiting Sanaa “in the 
foreseeable future” for a meeting 
with his North Yemeni coun- 
terpart, Mr. Ali Abdullah Saleh. 

He referred to joint measures ro 
“unify mass organisations, involv- 
ing such people as doctors and 
journalists” in both countries. 

The North Yemeni leader said 
this was “an indication that the 
Yemenis are very eager and 
struggling to establish union on 
nationalist and democratic bases.” 

He added that his country was 
also prepared to improve its rela- 
tions with Iraq, provided certain 
“negative factors are removed-” 
The South Yemeni president 


“The Kingdom of Saudi Arabia 
cannot take any initiative, wel- 
come any idea or accept any deci- 
sion or negotiate with any party, 
either directly or indirectly, except 
in the framework of Arab con- 
sensus,” Prince Fahd told MAP in 
the interview. 

Israel Radio reported today 
that Prime Minister Menachem 
Begin had invited Prince Fahd to 
visit occupied Jerusalem and 
address the Israeli Knesset in an 
apparent response to the prince’s 
interview with the Post. 

The Washington Post had 
quoted Crown Prince Fahd as say- 
ing that if Israel withdrew from all 
occupied Arab territories “Saudi 
Arabia would do its utmost to 
bring the Arabs to cooperate and 
work for a full settlement.” 

Israeli Radio said that while Mr. 
Begin could not accept the Saudi 
demand, he was inviting the prince 
to occupied Jerusalem in the 
knowledge that there could be 
individual persuasion. 

The Israeli offer recalls the 
.1977 visit to occupied Jerusalem 
I by Egyptian President Anwar 
t Sadat. It was that visit which 
started the process leading to the 
Israeli-Egyptian separate peace 
treaty. 

When the Fahd interview was 
published this week. Israeli offi- 
cials reacted sceptically to the 
prince's offer of peace talks. This 
reaction drew criticism in the 
Israeli press. 

A foreign ministry official said 
yesterday: “We have our reasons 
to be cautious.” 

The official noted that Prince 
Fahd said that an agreement could 
be reached between Israel and the 
Arabs. “Before he always said, *no 
discussions with the Zionists’,” 
the Israeli said, adding, “every- 
thing is being taken very seri- 
ously.” 

Foreign Minister Yitzhak 
Shamir also said today that Mr. 
Begin had invited Crown Prince 
Fahd. “We will be very happy to 
negotiate with any Arab country 
on peace on the basis of (United 
Nations Resolution) 242 and this 
goes for Saudi Arabia as well,” he 
said. 

The resolution called for Israeli 
withdrawal from territories 
occupied in 1967, and respect for 
the territorial integrity and polit- 
ical independence of every state in 
the area with secure and rec- 
ognised boundaries. 

Israeli foreign ministry analyst 
David Aphek told a news con- 
ference there was no basic change 
in Saudi policy towards Israel. 
“Fahd will not accept an invitation 
to Jerusalem. It would be contrary 
to the Islamic fanaticism pre- 
vailing in Saudi Arabia and Saudi 
mentality to come to a Jerusalem 
under Israeli control,” Mr. Aphek 
said.

“It is based on a position of 
Arab consensus, namely that the 
issue of Palestine is the heart of 
the Middle East problem and that 
there can be no just and com- 
prehensive settlement without 
Israeli withdrawal from all Arab 
territories occupied in 1967 
including holy Jerusalem,” Prince 
Fahd said. 

He added that any solution to 
the Palestinian issue had to be 
based on recognition of the Pales- 
tinian people's rights, “including 
the right to establish an inde- 
pendent state in its land.” 

The crown prince said that in 
wanting to use peaceful means if 
possible to achieve these aims 
Saudi Arabia was basing its pos- 
ition on a“colIective Arab” stand. 

“The peaceful means the king- 
dom supports must achieve what is 
right and just and must produce a 
comprehensive solution based on 
a position expressing tbe col- 
lective Arab will,” he added. 

In Beirut, Saudi Arabia's 
information minister confirmed in 
an interview published today that 
his government would try to get 
Arab countries to negotiate peace 
with Israel if it announced the 
intention of evacuating Arab ter- 
ritories occupied in 1967. 

The minister, Muhammad 
Abdo Yamani, said Prince Fahtfs 
statement last week was a reit- 
eration of long-standing Saudi 
policy. “We would have liked our 
words to be understood a long 
time ago, but we are only finding 
attentive ears now,” Dr. Yamani 
told the Lebanese newspaper An 
Nahar. 

He said; “We favour peace and 
any settlement that satisfies tbe 
battlefield countries (adjacent to 
Israel) and the Palestinians." 
Saudi Arabia also wants “nor- 
malisation of the situation in 
Jerusalem,” he was quoted as say- 
ing. ! 

Saudi Arabia continues to 
oppose the Camp David negoti- 
ations between Israel and Egypt 
because they do not assure the 
Palestinians of the right “to found 
an independent state,” Dr. 
Yamani said. 

In an interview in the Washing- 
ton Post today, Israeli Prime 
Minister Begin commented that 
the Saudi conditions for negotiat- 
ing were “totally unacceptable” 
for Israel but that “perhaps” the 
prince could "convince me.”

Iranian parliament told 
not to sell ont to U.S. 


TEHRAN, May 28 (R) - Iran's 
first post-revolution parliament 
opened today in solemn Islamic 
ceremonial and was immediately 
told not to sell out to the United 
Slates over the 53 .American hos- 
tages held in the country . 

Th warning came in a message 
to the new deputies from the sru- 
dents holding the captives, broad- 
cast on state radio, urging them to 
scorn American threats. “The 
leader of the revolution (Ayatol- 
lah Ruhollah- Khomeini) has said 
that the hostages will not be freed 
unless the Shah and his property 
are relumed. Any decision other 
than this should be justified for the’ 
Iranian people with reasoning,” 
the militants said. 

But they said they would bow to 
a decision by the deputies, 
entrusted by Ayatollah Khomeini 
with setting terms for the hos- 
tages' release. 

The 270-member Majlis (par- 
liament), 36 of whose members 
have stiU to be elected owing to 
regional unrest and electoral dis- 
putes, is unlikely to debate the 
hostages issue for several weeks. It 
must first choose a speaker, draw 
up procedural rules and approve 3 
new government. 

There was no mention of ihe 
hostages during the largely cere- 
monial three-hour inaugural ses- 
sion of parliament. 

Ayatollah Khomeini sent a 
message to the deputies, read to 
the assembly by his son Sayyed 
Ahmad Khomeini, urging them to 
cooperate with each other and 
refrain from damaging disputes. 

■’Parliament, the president and 
the government should not create 
obstacles for each other, they 
should place themselves at the 
service of Islam and refrain from 
-discord and disputes,” the 80- 
vear-old revolutionary leader 
said. 


The top priorities of the assem- 
bly should be to implement 
Islamic justice and attend to the 
condition of the oppressed, who, 
he said, made up the largest part of 
the nation. 

President Abol Hassan Bani- 
Sadr. in a lengthy review of the 
country's problems, told par- 
liament the economy was in a 
grave slate because of its depen- 
dence on foreign domination. 

"We cannot sacrifice our inde- 
pendence for a false welfare to 
meet urgent demands," the pres- 
ident said, adding; "I have no 
doubt that our people can stand 
more deprivation provided that 
preparations are made for the 
achievement of economic inde- 
pendence." 

The students, who have 
occupied the U.S. embassy since 
Nov. 4. said in their message chat 
parliament should not be intimi- 
dated by last month's U.S. com- 
mando raid on Iran into thinking 
that the continued holding of the 
hostages posed a military danger 
to the country. 

There was no immediate 
response from any of the par- 
liamentary groups to the state- 
ment since they all travelled to the 
holy city of Qom. 160 kilometres 
south of Tehran, for a meeting 
with Islamic theologians straight 
after the inaugural session. Par- 
liament begins discussing business 
tomorrow. 


Squabbles block 
Begin’s efforts to 
replace Weizman 

OCCUPIED JERUSALEM, May 28 (R) - Political squabbles 
today blocked Israeli Prime Minister Menachem Begin’s efforts to fill 
the post vacated by Defence Minister Ezer Weizman, and it appeared 
that a decision may be delayed until next week. 

Mr. Begin had wanted a swift cabinet reshuffle following his row 
with Mr. Weizman over the defence minister's resignation Iasi Sun- 
day. But two coalition groups, the National Religious Party (NR?) 
and the Democratic Party, objected to Mr. Begin' s proposal to give 
Foreign Minister Yitzhak Shamir the defence job and replace him at 
the foreign ministry with Energy Minister Yitzhak Modai. 

Without support from these groups, Mr. Begin’s coalition would 
be in danger of defeat in the Knesset. So he postponed the decision 
and began consultations with tbe NRP and with leaders of the Liberal 
Party, another key coalition partner. Mr. Weizman stepped down 
after repeated clashes with his cabinet colleagues over their refusal to 
consider more than minor powers of autonomy for Palestinians and 
over plans for Jewish settlement on occupied Arab Land. 

The Liberal Party strongly backed tbe proposed new Begin line-up 
because this meant promotion for Mr. Modai, now the pony's 
.number two man. But the Liberals told Mr. Begin they would not 
v oppose a delay in implementing the decision, party officials said. 

NRP sources said their leader. Interior Minister Yosef Burg, urged 
Mr. Begin to think again about the appointment of Mr. Modai 
because of his limited experience in foreign affairs. 

The Democrats also objected to Mr. Modai. both because they 
considered him too hawkish and because they wanted the job to go to 
their own man. Justice Minister Shmuei Tamir. 

Mr. Begin did not meet the Democrats during the day. 

Another focus of discontent was Agriculture Minister Ariel Sha- 
ron, the ultra-hardliner who wanted the defence minister's job for 
himself. Other coalition members objected so strongly to this that 
Mr. Begin was obliged to fall back on his Shamir-Modai proposal. 

After a meeting between Mr. Begin and Mr. Sharon last night 
reports circulated that the agriculture minister had threatened to 
resign. But government aides insisted today that resignation had not 
been mentioned and that Mr. Sharon had agreed to remain in the 
cabinet for the time being at least. 

New Zealand, Indonesia rap 
Israel’s policy on Jerusalem 

JAKARTA, May 28 (R) — New Zealand's prune minister. Mr. 
Robert Muldoon. said today the Israeli move to declare occupied 
Jerusalem as its unified capital was provocative and unnecessary. 

Mr. Muldoon was talking to reporters after a two hour meeting 
with Indonesian President Suharto. He leaves Indonesia on Friday at 
the end of a five-day visit. 

Mr. Muldoon said the Indonesia leader was also opposed to 
Israel's Jerusalem policy. “It is provocative. It is not just unnecessary 
but damaging." he said. 

The Israeli Knesset gave a first reading earlier this month to a bill 
stating that occupied Jerusalem was the country's capital. 

Mr. Muldoon said his talks with Gen. Suharto had covered a wide 
range of subjects including Indochina, the Soviet intervention in 
Afghanistan and the situation in Iran. He said both countries reached 
agreement on several world and regional issues.

U.S. lawyer files $20b suit 
against ‘Princess’ producers 

LONDON, May 28 (AP)— An American lawyer, who has filed a S20 
billion lawsuit against British and U.S. television networks for 
screening “Death of a Princess" accused the TV companies today of 
being part of a Zionist “conspiracy to defame Islam.” 

But in a new twist to the damages suit brought on behalf of muslim 
groups in the Middle East, the United Slates and Canada. San 
Francisco attorney Khaled A1 Mansour offered to drop the suit if the 
networks apologise publicly and acknowledge the “Zionist con- 
spiracy*’ behind the showings. 

Mr. Mansour has filed suit in San Francisco against the British - 
commercial network ATV, headed by Lord Lew Grade, a British 
Jew, the U.S. Public Broadcasting System, whose President Lawr- 
ence T. Grossman is also Jewish, and two U.S. stations. WGBH of 
Boston, and KQED of San Francisco. 

“We contend that ATV, WGBH and PBS knew of the conspiracy 
of Zionists to undermine and embarrass Islam and Saudi Arabia, and 
committed acts in furtherance of that conspiracy,” Mr. Mansour told 
a news conference here. 

The 11 2-minute TV film which provoked outrage in Saudi Arabia, 
depicts the execution of an adulterous Saudi Princess 3nd her lover in 
1977 - 

Many European countries avoided the film when Saudi Arabia 
reacted to the ATV screening in April by expelling the British 
ambassador and threatening to reduce trade. 

Foreign Secretary Lord Carrington has publicly apologised twice 
to the Saudis, saying the film is "deeply offensive.”

THE DEVELOPING countries of the world, particularly 
of the Arab World, have a basic interest in the strength of 
groupings such as the Organisation ofPetroleum Exporting 
Countries (OPEC) and its Arab counterpart, OAPEC. 

The economic power of the oil-producing countries is a 
potent weapon at the disposal of people clamouring for 
political, economic and social justice in a world increasingly 
polarised between the superpowers and the powerless, the 
haves and the have-nots. 

Moreover, the Third World, for the most part, consists 
of countries rich in a variety of natural resources — their 
“underdevelopment”, ia fact, is not unrelated to the his- 
tory of the exploitation of those resources by what have 
become the industrialised and politically dominant coun- 
tries of the northern hemisphere; thus, every commodity- 
producing country has an interest in seeing that groupings 
such as OPEC succeed in gaining a fairer deal for their 
products on world markets which, again, have historically 
been controlled by the wealthy minority of nations. 

Finally, with respect to the Arab oil producers par- 
ticularly, their possession of the oil weapon, much less their 
use of it, has been taken by the oil-thirsty societies of the 
industrialised west as a pretext for political interference 
and threatened military intervention, on “strategic" 
grounds, in the affairs of this region. 

On balance, then, the oil wealth is decidedly a plus for 
the political, economic and social objectives of the Arab 
World. But, at the same time, the developing countries, 
including some Arab countries tike Jordan which are not 
blessed with reserves of oil, have unquestionably suffered 
greatly as a result of the OPEC price hikes of recent years. 

Where those price hikes are made partly in order to 
offset the effects on the oil-producers of the inflationary 
burden they have faced in the pursuit of their rapid national 
development and industrialisation programmes, the same 
price hikes have decidedly added to the burden of imported 
inflation which the poorer, non-oil states of the developing 
world have had to' bear. 

Thus, we applaud all measures by the oil producers to 
ease that burden by establishing mechanisms, such as the 
I TEC Special Fund, to which we can turn for financial 
relief. It is further encouraging that the OPEC finance 
ministers have now decided to enlarge that fund to $4 
billion. 

We recognise that the oil producers may feel that any 
concessionary oil prices which they may choose to offer 
their non-oil-producing brethren could prove to be chinks 
in OPECs armour of collective strength; the end result of 
such concessionary prices could be counter-productive, as 
they would open up a free-for-all market in which middle- 
men would blandish us with offers of still cheaper oil sup- 
plies, from which deals only they, the middlemen, would 
benefit. 

The maintenance of absolute unanimity among the 
diverse interests which make up OPEC has never been an 
easy task. But we feel that those of us who have had. 
occasion to benefit in various ways from the extraordinary 
wealth of Arab oil can also only benefit from a streng- 
thening of that unity and from a renewal and enhancement 
of the willingness and commitment of the oil producers to 
use their wealth for the greater benefit of all.

AL RA’t The public exchange of recriminations between Israeli 
Premier Menachem Begin and his outgoing defence minister, Mr. 
Ezer Wgizman, draws to the attention of the world the facts which 
Israel has always tried to conceal — most tellingly, the unde- 
mocratic character of that state, which over the years has always 
pretended to be democracy’s bastion. 


The charade of Israeli “democracy'’ has now been penetrated,, 
this time not only by Israel's aggressive policies — which it has 
never ceased pursuing against Arab citizens in the occupied land. 
Now the resigning Israeli defence minister has said that many of 
his colleagues in the cabinet are whispering about the same things 
that he has spoken about publicly, but they don’t have the courage . 
to say them aloud. If even cabinet minis ters are in such a pre- 
dicament, then what room is there for democracy? 


Another lie which now not only the Arabs have pointed out is 
that of the Begin government’s supposed search for peace. Mr. 
Weizman exposed this lie when he condemned that government 
and its position on peace. 


AL DUST OUR: President Sadat has continued negotiations with 
Israel even as it presses ahead with the Judai&ation of Jerusalem 
and its settlement programme in the West Bank and Gaza Strip. 
Israel continues to force out Palestinians, to oppress and attack 
them in both the occupied territories and Lebanon, and to evict 
them from their towns and villages under the eyes of the optimistic 
Mr. Sadat, who keeps begging for a settlement from Mr. Begin. ' 

The deadline of May 26 has passed without the "local aut- 
onomy negotiations achieving anything, for the simple reason that 
they were rejected at Palestinian, Arab and international levels, 
and because they are based on the bankrupt Camp David accords. 


But Mr. Sadat still hopes that some kind of solution might be 
submitted by Mr. Begin and the U.S., to save him from his 
inevitable fate. He hangs on to this hope even though he knows 
full well that Mr. Begin himself is under fire from his closest aides, 
and has no defence against the anger of the Israeli public — which 
has begun to realise that be is dragging the country down to 
disaster. Mr. Sadat also realises that President Carter cannot 
promise him anything either, especially since he cannot even 
guarantee that he will be in the White House much longer.

testify before U.N. panel 


GENEVA May 28 (R) - The 
deported mayors of Hebron and 
Halhoul m the Israeli-occupied 
West Bank and the qadi of Heb- 
3ron, also deported by Israeli 
authorities three weeks ago, yes- 
terday began testifying before a 
special United Nations committee 
here on human rights in the 
occupied territories. 

Halhoui Mayor Mohammad 
Milhem, who will give evidence at 
an open session of the committee 
later this week, told a news con- 
ference none of the three officials 
had been officially charged before 
expulsion to Lebanon last May 3. 
The deportations followed the kil- 
ling of six Israelis in an Arab guer- 
rilla attack in Hebron. 

Mr. Milhem, who estimated 
about 1,600 officials and com- 
munity leaders had been expelled 
by Israeli authorities, noted he 
and Hebron Mayor Fahd 
Qawastni had both been elected. 

“ We use no arms in our struggle 
against the most brutal occu- 
pation, except that we say the 
occupation must go,” he said. “Ail 
our people are nationalists. To 
love your people and to love your 
nation is not a crime.” 

Mr. Qawasmi, who-spoke in an 


open session of the committee on 
the expulsion of the three officials, 
return to the Middle East next 
July to attempt to cross back over 
the’ King Hussein Bridge to the 
West Bank. 

The Israeli High Court last 
week gave the Israeli government 
45 days to show the expelled men

UNITED NATIONS, May 

28— Permanent representatives of 
some 40 Islamic states met today 
to discuss convening an urgent 
meeting of the U.N. Security 
Council.

National Guidance Council holds meeting 


AMMAN, May 28 (JNA) -■ 
Minister of Information Dr. Sa'id 
Tal said today that the newly 
formed National Guidance Coun- 
cil is not intended to control the 
country's news media. 

Addressing the council's first 
session today, the minister, who is 
also the council's president, said 
the government believes in “the 
responsible freedom" of the 
information media. The media 
should adhere to and display 
respect for the basic principles of 
information policy in Jordan 
which is b&sed on “reason and 
morality” National and pan-Arab 
interests should override every 
other consideration. The council's 
function is to coordinate the 
activities of the media in the ser- 
vice of these aims, he added. 

The information media, he said, 
have an important role to play in 
shaping the personality of the citi- 
zen and ultimately directing his 
conduct, activity and work. 

“I look forward to seeing the 
National Guidance Council 
assume command of the infor- 


mation institution, with its official 
and unofficial apparatus.” Dr. Tal 
said. 


He added that the council’s role 
could be compared to that of the 
Education Council at the Ministry 
of Education which plans and 
supervises the ministry’s func- 
tioning. 


This council, the minister said, 
is invited to draw up an outline of 
the general information policy in 
Jordan, define the basic respon- 
sibilities of various private and 
public information departments 
and issue recommendations and 
decisions that would ensure their 
sound implementation. 

To enable the council to carry 
out its duty, a special bureau has 
been created headed by the sec- 
retary general of the council which 
will be entrusted with preparing 
working papers for the council and 
following up the implementation 
of the council's resolutions. 

At the opening session. Minis- 
ter of Awqaf and Islamic Affaire 
Dr. Kamel AJ Sharif was elected 


vice president of the council. It 
was also decided that the council 
should hold a session on the first 
Sunday of every month. 

The National Guidance Council 
was formed on Feb. 20 this year. 
Besides the ministers of infor- 
mation and awqaf, it includes 
Minister of Culture and Youth 
Taher Hikmat, Minister of Social 
Development In'am Mufti and 
Minister of Education Moham- 
mad Nouri Shafiq, as well as Mr. 
Mahmoud A1 Kayed, editor of the 
daily Al Ra’i, Mr. Deifallah A1 
Humud, editor of the weekly At 
Sahafi, Dr. Adnan Badran, pres- 
ident of Yarmouk University, Mr. 
Peter Saiah, under-secretary in 
the ministry of information, Mr. 
Adnan Abu Odeh, former minis- 
ter of information. Dr. Abdul 
Salam Majali, former minister of 
education. Col. Ahmad Abdul 
Hadi, the director of moral gui- 
dance in the armed forces and Mr. 
Abdul Mahdi Al Shraideb, sec- 
retary of the council. 


I HAVE WRITTEN before about the lack of 
credibility from which the Arabs suffer before the 
world, because we mtk much more than we act. 
Part of this lack of credibility comes from not 
being honest with ourselves, and from making 
believe that onr world works in one manner, while 
in fact it works in a totally different manner. 

For example, h is a key part of local mythology 
that social services are evenly distributed to all 
citizens. T hat is obviously false. The truth is that 
social services, such as telephones and paved 
streets, are distributed on a priority basis to those 
people who have the highest connections within 
the prevailing power structure of the day. Seeing 
as how the local power structure is relatively con- 
sistent, the amount of services that any person or 
family or tribe enjoys almost permanently reflects, 
the degree of influence that he, she or it can mus- 
ter within the system. 

I am not so rash as to suggest that this is a bad 
set-up, because whatever I would suggest as to the 
appropriateness or otherwise of such & status quo 
would have considerably less effect on the tran- 
quillity of the realm than if I were to stand on my 
head and eat a shawarma sandwich in the middle 
of Third Circle on a Saturday morning, it would be 
highly inappropriate for me to be so brazen as to 
suggest to the nation how it should structure its 
delivery of services, social or otherwise. 

What I do wish to suggest however — and this is 
hereby offered as a formal suggestion for the 
National Consultative Council to take up when 
the time is appropriate — is that we stop making 
believe that our world works in one manner, and 
come to grips with the fact that it works in a totally . 
different manner from what we say it does. That is, 
I would think it healthy and wise for us to 
institutionalise that most important factor in the 
apportionment of power, services and privilege. 
That factor, of course, is the influence and the 
connections that one has with others in key pos- 
itions in the power structure of the land — what is 
known in Arabic as one’s- wortc. 

I suggest that wosta be included as a factor in all 
formal applications forgovejjpment services, such 
as telephone applications, university admissions, 
job applications or licensing requests. For exam- 
ple, when applying for a telephone, one would 
have to list the people in high places that could be 
called on to support one’s request for a telephone. 
Next to the places where one lists address, name 
and profession, there should be a blank space to 
list one’s wastes. These, in turn, would be quan- 
tified according to a ranking system that would 
have to be delicately and judiciously worked out 
in a special three-day National Wasta Symposium. 
Former ministers, for example, would be ranked 
at eight on a scale of one to ten. Prominent rela- 
tives would be ranked at six. Tribal sheikhs, high 
religious leaders and family patriarchs would be 
ranked at seveo. Former prime ministers and 
armed forces generals would be ranked at nine.

Visiting MPs say 

European ME peace bid could 
start with UK parliament debate 


WASHINGTON, May 28 
(Agencies)— Tbe Arab League's 
representative in the United 
States said yesterday that the 
peace agreements between Egypt 
and Israel were “an exercise in 
diplomatic futility" and should be 
scrapped. 

The official, Mr. Clovis Maq- 
Soud, also said in a speech at a 
luncheon at the National Press 
Club that establishment of u Pales- 
tinian state on land now occupied 
by Israel was vital to peace in the 
area. But he said Palestinian aut- 
onomy, as proposed in talks bet- 
ween Israel, Egypt and the United 
States, was unacceptable because 
’’autonomy is pre-emptive of 
independence and sovereignty. 

“The Camp David agreements 
are an exercise in diplomatic futil- 
ity. ..(they) should be aban- 
doned," he said. 

Mr. Maqsoud told a questioner 
that one of the press club's com- 
mittee members bad tried to can- 
cel the luncheon, but had been 
overruled by the club’s board of 
governors. 

’’These are the adventures of an 
Arab in Washington these days." 
he said. 

Mr. Richard J. Maloy, Washing- 
ton bureau chief for Thomson 
Newspapers, resigned as chairman 
of tbe club's speakers committee 
because he was overruled on the 
cancellation. He said it was stan- 
dard procedure to cancel lun- 
cheons when there was a small 
response. 

He told the Associated Press he 
learned later that the club had 
agreed to allow two political 
statements by Arab spokesmen in 
return for Arab sponsorship of an 
“Arab night” at the dub. 

Club President Drew von 
Bergen has denied that there was 
any such agreement.

AMMAN, May 28 — A full scale 
debate in the British parliament 
could be the next step in the long- 
awaited European initiative on 
the Middle East question, accord- 
ing to members of a British par- 
liamentary delegation which is 
just ending a six-day visit to Jor- 
dan. 

“We are not a government 
delegation but we see ourselves as 
opinion formers, and when we get 
back we shall be talking to our 
colleagues in Britain, and in other 
European parliaments, with the 
intention of doing something 
about the Middle East," Con- 
servative MP Robert Adley, the 
spokesman for the group, told the 
Jordan Times tonight. 

The British MPs, who arrived in 
Amman on Friday and leave 
tomorrow, are members of the 
Anglo-Jordanian Parliamentary 
Group, one of many such group- 
ings set up within the House of 
Commons which take a special 
interest in fostering and streng- 
thening relations with individual 
countries. In the course of their 
stay here, during which they were 
guests of the Upper House of the 
Jordanian parliament, the MPs 
held talks with His Majesty King 
Hussein. His Highness Crown 
Prince Has&un, Prime Minister 
Abdul Hamid Sharaf and other 
officials. 

Other members of the. deleg- 
ation are Conservative MPs 
Anthony Nelson and the Hon. 
Mark Lennox-Bovd, and Labour 
MPs Hudson Davies and Andrew 
Faulds. Mr. Nelson is the only 
member of the group with a par- 
ticular personal tic to Jordan — he 
was at school with His Highness 
Crown Prince Hassan. 

Mr. Adley said he felt the fail- 
ure of the American-sponsored 
Camp David process "is going to 
bring further pressure to bear on 
events in the Middle East. There is

Jordanian leaders they met. was 
that the European initiative 
should take rhe form of an updat- 
ing of United Nations Security 
Council Resolution 242, embody- 
ing recognition of the Palestinian 
people's right to self- 
determination as a prerequisite.

Heavy 
demands on water supply, par- 
ticularly from industry (the fer- 
tiliser plant alone takes 2 million 
cubic metres yearly) have out- 
stripped Aqaba's current supply 
from wells in the Wadi Utan area. 
Present supply is a mere 7,000 
cubic metres daily— 2.55 million a 
year.

242. Mr. Adley said: “With the 
combined wisdom of nine stable 
European democracies, we are 
not about to go blundering into 
something without considering 
the consequences. But above all, 
we’ve got to tell the Americans 
clearly that we are not prepared to 
go on doing nothing." 

The MPs said this view had 
received a warm response from 
the Jordanian leaders they had 
met. Said Mr. Nelson: “We found 
a great deal of enthusiasm for the 
new ream at the Foreign Office led 
by Lord Carrington and Sir Ian 
Gilmour. Now that Rhodesia and 
Iran are no longer preoccupying 
the British government, there is 
obviously room for a move for- 
ward on the Middle East.” 

Speaking admittedly as a Con- 


servative, Mr. Adley said he felt 
Prime Minister Margaret 
Thatcher's government had 
“brought home to the British peo- 
ple the importance of this foreign 
policy issue.” He also felt the pre- 
sent government was less sus- 
ceptible ro Zionist pressure than 
previous Labour governments, 
particularly that of Mr. Harold 
Wilson. 

Reflecting on his group's visit 
this morning to the Schneller 
Palestinian refugge camp, Mr. 
Adley said: ’’Those of us who 
were' at school in 1948 are not 
prepared to tolerate the status quo 
(in the Middle East) much 
longer.” He said there had been a 
“dramatic shift" in British public 
opinion which would facilitate a 
new approach to the issue. 

As members of the Anglo- 
Jordanian group in parliament, 
the two MPs said, they were aware 
of the key role which Jordan had 
to play in the resolution of the 
Arab- Israeli conflict. "The special 
relationship between Britain and 
Jordan has recently re-emerged, 
with the Jordanians looking to 
Britain as a country which truly 
understands the problem.” Mr. 
Adley said. “We recognise that 
the British role in the past has 
sometimes been unhelpful and we 
are anxious not to make the same 
mistakes again." 

Speaking for the group, Mr. 
Adley paid tribute to His Majesty 
King Hussein as “probably the 
most experienced head of state in 
the world and one of the few that 
everybody listens to. It's just a pity 
that Mr. Begin (the Israeli prime 
minister) doesn't. 

Summing up the impressions of 
the group, Mr. Adley said it was 
obvious that “ what Jordan lacks in 
oil, it more than compensates for 
in the energy and resourcefulness 
of its people to build a stable and 
prosperous country.”

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U.S. softens stand on consumer credit 


Merchant shipbuilding thrives 


WASHINGTON. May 28 
(AP)--U.S. Treasury Secretary G. 
William Miller denied today that 
the government was being incon- 
sistent in its advice to consumers 
on the use of credit. 

The administration of President 
Jimmy Carter imposed credit con- 
trols March J4 to discourage both 
consumers and businesses from 
borrowing. Within recent days, 
however, some administration 
officials have been urging con- 
sumers to go out and borrow and 
spend at will. 

The March programme, Mr. 
Miller said, showed the gov- 
ernment’s “tightening up on 
targeted areas of excess use of 
credit.” He said excessive con- 
sumer borrowing and speculation 
in the commodity markets earlier 
this year was creating a “bubble 
that the government feared would 
burst with catastrophic effects for 


the nation's economy. 

" What we always wanted was to 
nip that in the bud and continue 
the normal spending of con- 
sumers." Mr. Miller said in a news 
interview. Now, he said, “Every- 
one can return to normal buying." 
Consumer and business bor- 
rowing dropped sharply after the 
credit controls were imposed by 
the Federal Reserve Board. The 
central bank last week began 
relaxing die restrictions, appar- 
endy in an effort to soften effects 
of the recession. Mr. Miller 
admitted that the rapid drop in 
consumer spending and bor- 
rowing had created some prob- 
lems for the economy. “I think it 
has contributed to a sharper con- 
traction than we had expected.” 
he said, adding that the nation 
"may be getting all of this con- 
traction over more quickly.” 


Meanwhile, several ifiajor 
American banks have cut their 
prime lending rates to 14 per cent 
amid further evidence that their 
corporate customers have cut 
back on borrowing. 

Morgan Guaranty Trust Co. 
initiated the move yesterday to 14 
percent undercutting the 14 Vi per 
cent rate set late Friday by most 
big banks. The major banks that' 
followed Morgan Guaranty's lead 
were Chase Manhattan Bank. 
New York Bankers Trust Co. and 
First National Bank of Chicago. 

Chemical Bank today followed 
suit, cutting its rate one full per- 
centage point from the 15 percent 
mark it posted last Thursday. The 
last time the prime was as low as 
14 per cent was last October 8,*wo 
days after the Federal Reserve 
Board imposed the first of a series 
of credit-tightening programmes 
aimed at curbing inflation. 


OPEC approves expanding aid fund 


VIENNA, May 28 (AP) - 
Finance ministers of 13 OPEC oil 
countries yesterday approved "in 
principle” a $1.6 billion replen- 
ishment of its fund to aid develop- 
ing countries. Secretary General 
Rene Ortiz said individual allo- 
cations to pay for the replen- 
ishment would be determined 
later. 

The increase, approved in a 
meeting which ran late into last 
night, will bring the fund's total to 
$4 billion. The money is used for 
balance of payments aid and other 
loans to developing countries by 
OPEC, the Organisation of the 


Petroleum Exporting Countries. 

Sources said debate at the Vie- 
nna meeting had run beyond 
schedule partly because of Iranian 
arguments that its contribution 
should be smaller than that of 
other members because of domes- 
tic problems. Mr. Ortiz said in a 
meeting with reporters after the 
session that all contributions to 
the replenishment were voluntary 
and Iran's contribution “is much 
lower than in the past.” 

Mr. Ortiz disclosed no further 
details of the meeting which lasted 
12V2 hours in Vienna’s Hofburg 
palace, with a break for lunch. 


LONDON, May 28 tAP')--World 
merchant shipbuilding activity 
improved during the first three 
months of the year with firm 
orders rising 10 the highest level 
since early 1978 and ships under 
construction rose more than half a 
million gross tons from the 1979 
last quarter. Lloyd’s register of 
shipping said today. 

The data is for ships of 100 tons 
or more, excluding wood and 
non-propelled craft and non- 
available figures for the Soviet 
Union, East Germany and China, 
Lloyd's said. 

Total orders rose in the quarter 
to 30.894,1 08 tons, from 
28.301,858 tons in the 1979 last 
quarter and 25,083,618 tons in 
the first quarter of last year. The 
previous high in the 1978 first 
quarter was 33.440,030 tons, but 
the latest total exceeds only mod- 
erately the 1978 second quarter 


which was 30,469,051 tons, 
Lloyd’s records showed. 

» 

Vessels under construction m 
the first quarter this year were up 
526,833 tons from the previous 
quarter. Ships on order in the first 
three months of this year but not 
commenced totalled 17,680,968 
tons, up by 2,065.417 tons from 
the last quarter of last year, 
Lloyd's said. 

Of the total order book, bulk 
carriers account for the most ton- 
nage at 10,424,641 ions . up by 
1,631,313 tons from the 1979 
final quarter, followed by oil tan- 
kers at 10.053,061 ton’s, up by 
1,302,646 tons. General cargo 
ships total 5,292,747 tons of the 
main kinds of vessels but are down 
by 495,733 tons, while fishing ves- 
sels on the order book make 
358,110 tons, down bv 7,597, 
Lloyd's said. 


Major shipbuilding nations that 
increased their order books in the 
first quarter included Japan, Spain 
and South Korea. Reduced orders 
were recorded by Brazil, Poland, 
the United States, Fiance, Sweden 
and Britain. 

Japan had the biggest order 
book at 11,250,060 tons, up by 
1,919,119 tons from the 1979 
final quarter. It was followed by 
Brazil at 2,368,819 tons down 
159,813, Spain 1,872,034 up 
342,284, Poland 1,684,865, down 
65,634, the U.S. 1,577,709, down 
24,662, and South Korea 
1,469,932, up 225,671. 

These were followed by Fiance 
975,456, down 41,000, Yugos- 
lavia 912,694, up 149,633, West 
Germany 898,949, up 85,656, 
Sweden 863,070, down 20,751, 
and Britain 705,652, down 
56,308, Lloyd’s said.

Oil industry sources in London 
said that, if the action by Gulf Oil 
and Charter Oiiisconfirmed.it will 
be the third publicised instance of 
Western buyers resisting soaring 
Middle East prices this year. 

British Petroleum, Royal 
Dutch/Shell and 12 Japanese 
importers have been refusing to 
lift Iranian oil at a new S35 a taar- 
rel price since April. Six Japanese 


firms have, however, agreed to 
pay Qatar's new rate, at its official 
price plus a $6.50 premium, and 
recently signed contracts for 
125.000 barrels a day. 

MEES said that Gulf Q3 and 
Charter Oil decided instead to let 
their contracts lapse at the end of 
April rather than renew them at 
,the premium rate. Gulf was buy- 
ing 25,000 barrels a day and Char- 
ter 30.000. Gulf earlier this year 
declined to join BP and Shell in 
paying a premium to the Kuwaitis. 

Meanwhile, seven natural gas- 
producing members of OPEC 
today began a meeting in Abu 
Dhabi on gas production and 


export, the official Emirates News 
Agency said. 

Mr. Mahmoud Krouha, general 
manager of the Abu Dhabi 
National OU Company, said the 
meeting was important because of 
the increasing value of natural gas 
to industrialised nations and risk- 
ing investment in gas gathering 
and transport, the agency 
reported. After opening speeches 
the talks went into closed session. 

Kuwait, Qatar, Algeria, the 
Libyan Jamahiriyah, Nigeria and 
Indonesia are taking part in addi- 
tion to the United Arab Emirates. 
All are members of the Organ- 
isation of Petroleum Exporting 
Countries (OPEC).

Mexican crushes Danish badminton champ 


JAKARTA, May 28 (R)- -Mexican Roy Diaz Gonzalez sem hol- 
der Flemming Dell* of Denmark crashing out of the world bad- 
minton championships here yesterday. Deifs, winner of the world 
crown at the inaugural tournament in Malmoe, Sweden, three 
years ago. was beaten 12*15, 15-6 and 15-1 in the second round 
clash. 

The Dane began well but Diaz Gonzalez staged a remarkable 
recovery in the humid conditions to square the match. The Mex- 
ican, sensing a surprise win, maintained his pressure and rapidly 
demolished the former all-England champion in the deciding 
game. 

Title favourite Prakush Padukone of Inida, the current all- 
England tide holder, completed a comfortable 15-3 15-3 second 
round victory over New Zealander Jacob Van Felm. 

Indonesian hero Rudy Hartono. winner of eight all -Engl and 

singles titles, was given a tremendous reception as he eliminated 
Malaysian Jalani Sidckh 15-9 15-7. Indonesian badminton offi- 
cials have asked Hartono to come out of retirement following the 
poor performance of the national team in recent matches. 

Women’s world champion Lent Koppcn of Denmark 
crushed young Katherine Teh of Malaysia 1 1 *2 11 -0 in the second 
round world badminton championship. 

Ivana of Indonesia, who reached the quarter finals of the 
all-England championships, beat Liseiotte Blumer of Switzerland 
1 1-1 1 1-5 in the women's second round. 

Third women's singles seed Yoshiko Yonekura of Japan lost 
unexpectedly to Canada's Wendi Carter, 11-8 6-11 11-7. also in 
rhe second round. 

Swimming star pulls out of Olympic Games 

SYDNEY, May 28, (R| — ' Tracey Wickham, Australia's world 
record-holding swimmer and top gold medal prospect, pulled out 
of the Moscow Olympics today. 

The 1 7-year-old joined the swimming team’s head coach 
Forbes Carlile, fencing manager John Humphries and the men's 
hockey team who today swelled the growing list of teams and 
individuals backing out of the Australian Olympic squad. 

Earlier dropouts included the equestrian team, the women's 
hockey and volleyball squads and three individual competitors 
including woman sprinter Raelene Boyle. 

Swimming team manager Peter Bowen Pain said Tracey 
Wickham had told him by telephone she had decided to withdraw 


for personal reasons, and her decision was not to be taken as 
support for the Olympics boycott. 

“Tracey has been under tremendous pressure. She is 
expected to perform like the champion she is every time she dives 
into a pool and the mental and physical pressure has worn her 
down,” he said. “I am disappointed she won't be with us in 
Moscow but I can unde rsiand her derision and respect her for it .' ' 

Miss Wickham holds the world freestyle records at $00 
metres, in 8 minutes 24.6 seconds, and 4fl0 metres in 4:06.2. She 
also held the 1,900 metre freestyle record for three years until 
recently. 


Un seeded tennis player eliminates Higueras 

PARIS. May 28 (AP)— Peter McNamara, a 25-year-old 
Australian, became the first man today to eliminate a seeded 
player in rhe French open tennis championships. He upset Jose 
Higueras of Spain, the No. 1 1 seed. 6-2. 6-4. 6-4 in a first round 
duel thar started last night and was halted by darkness The 
5650,000 tournament, rated the world* s top event on slow clay, 
went into its third day at Roland Garros stadium. 

Vitas Gcrulaifis. the No. 5 seed, found his form again and 
demolished Fritz Buchnirg, the big German. 6-1. 6-2. 6-1 in 
quick, time. Bjorn Borg of Sweden is defending his title, which this 
year is worth S 53.000. 

Hana Mundlikova of Czechoslovakia, No. 7 seed in the 
women's singles, defeated Marita Redondo of the U.S. 6-3. 6-2 in 
the first round. Bcttina Bunge of the United States scored one of 
the fastest victories of the morning, going past Sabina Simmonds 
of Italv 6-!. 6-1. 


E. German sets swimming world record 

MAGDEBURG, East Germany. May 28 (R)-Petra Schneider 
of East Germany broke her own world record for the women's 
400-metre medley with a time of four minutes 38.44 seconds at a 
national swimming championship here today. The new record 
knocked 1.52 seconds off her former best time, ser up in Lenin- 
grad last March. 

It was Schneiders second world record in the three-day com- 
petition. On Saturday she brought the women’s 200 metre medley 
world record down by 0.69 seconds to two minutes 13.0 seconds.

Hua urges Japan to join 


China against ‘aggressors’ 


TOKYO, May 28 (R) - Chinese 
Prime Minister Hua Guofeng called 
on Japan tonight to help China foil 


‘expansion schemes and provocation 


of war by aggressors,” in a clear 


reference to the Soviet Union. 


Mr. Hua, who is also chairman 
of China's Communist Party, 
avoided mentioning Moscow by 
name in a speech delivered at a 
dinner given by Japanese Prime 
Minister Masayoshi Ohira. 

But he pledged to strengthen 
cooperation between China and 
Japan, “to make unflagging 
efforts to defend world peace and 
object to threats of war." 

Both countries have con- 


demned the Soviet military inter- 
vention in Afghanistan and they 
are boycotting the Moscow Oly- 
mpic Games. China has also been 
urging Japan to strengthen its 
defences to counter what it 
regards as Soviet threats to Asian 
stability. 

In a private talk with Mr. Ohira 
today. Mr. Hua argued that Japan 
must do more to protect its ter- 
ritory and sovereignty. Japanese

SEOUL, May 28 IR) - South 
Korean troops searched mountain 
areas for armed students today 
after crushing a ten-day revolt 
against martial law in the pro- 
vincial capital of Kwangju. 

The martial law command said 
only a few militants had fled to the 
mountains after troops backed by 
tanks stormed the city yesterday. 

It did not say how many of the 
thousands of weapons, including 
automatic rifles, light machine- 
guns and hand grenades, stolen 
from armouries during the upris- 
ing were still in the hands of 
rebels. 

The command announced a 
ten-day grace period beginning 
tomorrow for fugitives to sur- 
render themselves and their 
weapons. Anybody captured after 
that could expect harsh pun- 
ishment, it said. 


Cosmonauts dock 
with space station 


MOSCOW, May 28 (Agencies) — 
The Soviet Soyuz-36 space cap- 
sule docked with the Salyut-6 
manned space station last night 
and the two cosmonauts, one 
Soviet and one Hungarian, went 
on board, the official Soviet news 
agency TASS reported. 

Mission commander Valery 
Kubasov and Hungarian engineer 
Bertalan Farkas docked with the 
space station at 1956 GMT, and 
reported that everything was func- 
tioning normally, TASS said. 

They joined Soviet cosmonauts 
Leonid Popov and Valery Ryumin 
who have been in space since 
April 9, and will spend seven days 
aboard the space station before 
returning to earth. 

They crew are scheduled to 
carry out a series of experiments. 
They will take photographs of the 
earth's surface for scientific pur- 
poses including surveys of agricul- 
ture and forestry, according to 
TASS. 

A Hungarian spokesman said in 
. Budapest that assignments would 
include observing the continuing 
eruption of the Mount St. Helens 
volcano in the United States, test- 
ing chemical agents for medical 
work and testing an instrument for 
measuring “the level of intel- 
lectual work performance'' in 
space. 

Mission commander Kubasov, 
45, has been involved in the Soviet 
space programme since the late 
1950s and made his first flight in 
1969. In 1975 he was engineer 
aboard the Soyuz craft which 
linked up with the American 
Apollo mission. 


The cabinet met today to con- 
sider how to restore order to the 
riot-tom south Cholla province, 
but no details of the talks were 
released. 

The government and private 
relief organisations began sending 
emergency food and medical sup- 
plies and medical teams to the 
area. 

The provincial authorities told a 
government investigation team, 
led by Deputy Premier and 
Economic Planning Minister Jim 
Woun-gie. that the disturbances 
had caused damage estimated at 
about $45 million. 

They also asked for com- 
pensation for the families of those 
killed. The government has 
already decided to pay for the 
treatment of the injured. 

Militants in Kwangju told 
reporters before the army assault 
yesterday that at least 261 
Kwangju residents had been killed 
in the fighting last week. Western 
correspondents claimed to have 
counted 97 bodies. 

Many residents in Mokpo, a 
neighbouring port city, and other 
areas affected by the disturbances 
held torch-lit processions last 
night in memory of those killed. 

Public offices in Kwangju 
reopened and people began clear- 
ing the streets of overturned cars, 
broken glass and other debris. 

City employees fumigated large 
portions of Kwangju against any 
possible breakout of disease.

Mr. Hua promised stable sup- 
plies of Chinese oil to Japan with- 
out giving any concrete com- 
mitment, sources said. 

Mr. Ohira was quoted as saying 
Japan’s proposed yen loans to 
China for fiscal 1980, which 
started last month, would be final- 
ised through working-level con- 
sultations later this year. 


Milan reporter, Rome 
policeman murdered 


ROME, May 28 (R) — Gunmen killed a reporter from Italy’s 
leading newspaper. Cor Here della Sera, in Milan today and a 
policeman in Rome in a new resurgence of urban guerrilla war- 
fare. 

First reports said the journalist, political commentator Walter 
Tobagi, was shot dead in the street where he lived by four gunmen 
who fled tn a car. 

The policeman. Franco Evangelista, was shot in the head out- 
side a Rome school. Two of his colleagues were also wounded, 
one seriously. A taxi driver was hit by a stray bullet and wounded 
slightly. 

Responsibility for the Rome attack was claimed by the neo- 
fascist Armed Revolutionary Nuclei (NAR) in a telephone call to 
the Rome headquarters of Italy’ s communist newspaper I'Unita. 

Police said in the Rome attack, Lance-Corporal Evangelista 
died after four masked men shot him and his two colleagues at 
close range with silenced pistols. 

Two men on motor cycles and two in a car drove up to the 
policemen in a street filled with children outside the Julius Caesar 
high school in central Rome, opened fire and then fled. 

An anonymous caller, claiming to speak on behalf of the 
extreme left-wing Red Brigades, also claimed responsibility for 
the Rome attack in a call to a local evening paper. But police said 
they did not believe the call was genuine. 

The dead journalist was chairman of the Lombardy region 
journalists’ association. Later reports said Mr. Tobagi, 33, was 
killed by one man who fled with three accomplices. 

Today's killings are the latest in a wave of urban guerrilla 
attacks in which at least 30 people have been killed this year. 


Kampuchea government under 
pressure to lift relief obstacles 

through provincial air 


GENEVA. May 28 (R) - Kam- 
puchea's Vietnamese-backed 
‘government is under pressure 
from more than 60 nations to lift 
obstacles hampering starvation 
relief there. 

A two-day United Nations- 
sponsored meeting at its Euro- 
pean headquarters here ended 
yesterday with the participants 
saying the Heng Samrin gov- 
ernment in Phnom Penh should 
make policy changes to avert mass 
starvation. 

The Phnom Penh authorities 
were asked to let relief goods 
arrive in the Kampuchean capital, 
by air from Bangkok, instead of 
more indirect routes now used..

Schmidt to meet with 
Brezhnev in Moscow 


BONN, May 28 (R) - West Ger- 
man Chancellor Helmut Schmidt 
will pay a long-delayed visit to 
Moscow at the end of next month 
for talks with Soviet President 
Leonid Brezhnev, informed 
sources in B.onn said yesterday. 

The chancellor, originally 
invited by Mr. Brezhnev two years 
ago, will "be accompanied by Fore- 
ign Minister Hans-Dietrich 
Genscher on the two-day trip 
beginning on June 30, they said. 

Major topics are expected to be 
the Soviet intervention in 
Afghanistan, its effect on East- 
West detente, and disarmament. 

The visit to Moscow falls just a 
week after Mr. Schmidt meets 
President Carter and other West- 
ern leaders at an economic summit 
in Venice. 

Mr. Schmidt's plans have been 
the subject of intense speculation 
in West Germany since Soviet 


Carter moves closer to 
Democratic nomination 


NEW YORK, May 28 ( R) - Pres- 
ident Carter edged closer to the 
Democratic Party’s presidential 
nomination last night by beating 
rival Senator Edward Kennedy in 
primary elections in Kentucky and 
Arkansas. 

On the Republican side, Mr. 
Ronald Reagan, who has already 
won enough delegates to guaran- 
tee himself his party's nomination, 
scored an easy win over Mr. 
George Bush in Kentucky. 

Mr. Bush, who quit the race 
Monday, received seven per cent 
of the Kentucky vote to 93 per 
cent for Mr. Reagan. 

With 91 per cent of the vote in, 
Mr. Carter beat Mr. Kennedy by 
67 to 23 per cent in Kentucky, 
which will send 50 delegates to the 
Democratic national convention 
in August. 

In Arkansas, Mr. Carter led Mr. 
Kennedy by 6J to 15 per cenr. 
according to early returns. 

Mr. Carter needs 1,666 dele- 
gates to win the Democratic 
nomination and according to 
unofficial tallies has 1.511. He is 
not expected to reach the required 
number until the final round of 
primaries on June 3. 

A survey published yesterday- 
showed that Mr. Reagan takes the 
toughest public stance towards the 
Sovier Union of any major U.S. 
presidential candidate. 

In the survey by the Arms Con- 
trol Association," a private body 


concerned with disarmament, Mr. 
Reagan said the U.S. should give 
first priority to its own military 
buildup because of the Soviet 
intervention in Afghanistan. 

Mr. Reagan was the only can- 
didate specifically advocating 
deployment of the neutron bomb 
in Western Europe as NATO's 
main counterweight to any Soviet 
attack and also the only one 
advocating withdrawal of the 
Strategic Arms Limitation Treaty 
(SALT If) from consideration by 
the U.S. Congress. 

Future SALT talks, he said, 
should be resumed by Washington 
only if Moscow’s future behaviour 
indicated a reversal of current 
Soviet policy. 

The U.S. Senate, which has to 
ratify all treaties, has deferred 
action on SALT II at President 
Carter's request after the Krem- 
lin's Afghan intervention last 
December. 

All the other candidates sur- 
veyed — Mr. Carter, Mr, Ken- 
nedy. independent Mr, John 
Anderson and Mr. Bush — said 
they supported the treaty in prin- 
ciple 3nd would like to -see it 
ratified, with modifications on 
some points, after a Soviet with- 
drawal from Afghanistan. 

But Mr. Reagan viewed SALT 
II, with its numerical limits on var- 
ious types of strategic weapons, as 
actually setting up an arms buil- 
dup for the Soviets. 


Ambassador Vladimir Semyonov 
renewed the Kremlin invitation 
more than a month ago. 

The chancellor was initially 
reported to be seeking tangible 
results from a Moscow summit, 
but recent, more cautious official 
statements have said his aim 
would be to gauge the prospects 
for improving East-West rela- 
tions. 

West German expectations 
appear io have been dampened by 
this month's meeting in Poland 
between Mr. Brezhnev and 
French President Valery Giscard 
d'Estaing, which produced no 
outward sign of Soviet readiness 
to compromise over Afghanistan. 

It was felt here that Mr. 
Schmidt, whose country is boy- 
cotting rhe Moscow Olympics, 
would be unrealistic to expect any 
better trearment than the French 
leader, whose country is sending a 
team. 

Although rhe chancellor said 
early this month that he would use 
a Moscow summit to stress the 
need for a withdrawal of Soviet 
forces from Afghanistan, Bonn's 
line seems to be that no major 
breakthrough should be expected 
on this or other world problems. 

Even so. the trip will be some- 
thing of a gamble for Mr. Schmidt 
with general elections then only- 
three months away. 

Already his conservative oppo- 
nent. Bavarian politician Mr. 
Franz Josef Strauss, has sought to 
make government handling of 
relations with Moscow and 
Washington into a key election 
issue. 

Mr. Strauss has accused the 
Schmidt government of neglecting 
ties with the United States and 
making it easier for the Soviet 
Union to “neutralise" Western 
Europe. 

He said in an interview at the 
weekend that the damage of a 
Moscow’ summit would outweigh 
the advantages if Soviet leaders 
did not display a readiness to pull 
out of Afghanistan or to move 
towards disarmament. 

Mr. Schmidt took a con- 
troversial initiative on the second 
issue last month when he called for 
an East-West freeze on the 
deployment in Europe of new 
medium-range nuclear weapons. 

The proposal caused surprise 
among NATO diplomats, who felt 
it conflicted with an alliance deri- 
sion last December to Unk an offer 
of new arms control talks with a 
firm decision to deploy U.S.-made 
Cruise and Pershing missiles.

STOCKHOLM, May 28 (Agen- 
cies) — There is only one political 
weapon to be used against die 
Soviet Union — to stay firm and 
show that the West remains united 
against totalitarian regimes, a 
Soviet human rights activist and 
former Russian war hero said yes- 
terday. 

“The Soviet leaders are very 
sensitive to world opinion, and a 
united and successful boycott of 
the Moscow Olympics would in 
the end make tire Russians with- 
draw their army from Afghanis- 
tan,” ex -general Piotr Grigorenko 
said at a press conference with his 
wife Zinaida on their first visit 
ever to Sweden. 

“It is embarrassing to hear that 
Swedish athletes are going to 
Moscow,” Mr. Grigorenko said. 
“Those athletes who go to Mos- 
cow will have the Soviet aggres- 
sion on their consciences," he 
said. 

“How can you go to Olympic 
Games in a country which usee 
poison gas and tanks against 
civilians in another country? How 
can you go to Moscow to com- 
pete?” Mr. Grigorenko asked the 
Swedish Olympic team. 

The 73-year-old ex -general is 
one of the best-known exiled 
Soviet dissidents. He was allowed 
to emigrate after spending more 
than ten years in prisons and men- 
tal institutions.

Miss Ospiova, a 49-year-old 
computer operator, was taken to a 
prison in Moscow after police 
searched her home. 

The sources said a search war- 
rant indicated that Miss Ospiova, 
who in the past few months had 
acted as a spokeswoman for the 
group, would have a criminal 
charge brought against her.

Settlement of Afghan crisis ‘possifr

MOSCOW, May 28 (R) -- Soviet 
President Leonid Brezhnev said 
•last night that a political set- 
tlement of the Afghanistan crisis 
was possible, but it would require 
the end of armed invasions from 
neighbouring countries. 

Mr. Brezhnev also made a 
strong attack on the United States, 
accusing it of pursuing a militaris- 
tic course in its foreign policy. 

Soviet leaders have said several 
times since Moscow sent troops 
into Afghanistan in December 
that there would be no withdrawal 
until all outside aggression 
ceased— a formula which could 
ensure their presence there almost 
indefinitely. 

The Afghan government made 
a similar proposal earlier this 


month, calling for talks with Iran 
and Pakistan, an end to all 
foreign-backed rebel activity with 
guarantees from Moscow and 
Washington, and the return of 
Afghan refugees. 

“We say to those who now call 
for an end to the Soviet military 
assistance to Afghanistan... it is 
necessary first to ensure that the 
reasons which necessitate this 
assistance be removed," Mr. 
Brezhnev said last night. 

“Political settlement is quite 
possible. Its essence is the guaran- 
teed ending of armed invasions 
into Afghanistan by forces of 
counter-revolution from the ter- 
ritories of neighbouring states."

Muwanga may hold Uganda key 


It was Brigadier David Ojok 
who caught the headlines dur- 
ing the early days of rhe military 
takeover in Kampala. But 
when it became clear that it was 
not a straightforward coup with 
the army chiefs seizing power, 
another name, as little known 
as rhe young brigadiers outside 
Ugandan circles, sprang into 
prominence, that of Paulo 
Muwanga . 


In an unfolding story, Mr. 
Muwanga has emerged as the 
chairman of the expanded cabinet 
set up by the military rulers on 
May 18 and has held on to his 
chairmanship of the military 
commission, being exempted from 
the ruling that no person who 
served under Idi Amin can hold a 
cabinet post.

Fur a period, Mr. Muwanga 
served as a senior official in the 
foreign ministry in the 1960s, and 
when Idi Amin took over in 1971 
he. like many civil servants, stayed 
at his post, and became chief of 
protocol. He was sent by Amin as 
ambassador in Paris in 1976. 
Within a few months, however, he 
had sought asylum in Britain, settl- 
ing in a London suburb where he 
bought a string of fish-and-chip 
shops. 

Mr. Muwanga became leader of 
one of the many Uganda refugee 
movements and renewed his con- 
tacts with Dr. Obotc, who was in 
exile in Dar es Salaam, where he 
joined him last year, just before 
Amin was deposed by rhe Tan- 
zanian army.
